Slow Rie Transfer to Share Network Bandwidth 




1. Describe your invention, stating the problem solved {if appropriate), and indicating the advantages of 
using the invention. 



Many applications perfonm network downloads that are unimportant to the current execution of the 
program. For example, the IBM Global Network Dialer on each login checks for program and phone-list 
updates. If a new version is available, the application begins downloading that version. Even though the 
results of this download won't be used until the next session, the download occurs at the fastest speed 
jx>ssible on that dialup link, resulting in slower network perfomiance on other applications. The end user 
signed on to the network to run a particular application, and that application's performance is suffering 
due to a relatively unimportant download using too much of the limited bandwidth. 

The solution is to tell the server how fast It should feed the client the download. Without the invention, 
the server would feed the client as fast as it could keep up. thereby filling the available bandwidth. If the 
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download could be configured to take no more than, say. 25% of the available bandwidth, that would 
leave a considerable aniount available to the applications which are more important to the end user 



2. How does the invention solve the problem or achieve an advantage, (a description of "the invention" 
including figures inline as appropriate)? 

A typical download (taking the form of an HTTP or FTP request) would take place at the fastest rate 
supported by the interface (e.g. 28.8Kbps). In the present invention, a server entity (hfTTP servlet or 
CGI, speciaJized FTP server, etc) wouW be Instructed to never exceed a predetermined data 
transmission rate (e,g. 7.2Kbps), which may or may not be configurate by the end user. This would free 
up the remainder of the interface's maximum bandwidth for use by other applications.
